Claims 1-29 meet the criteria set forth in PCT Article 33(2) for novelty. Dl discloses a hydroxamate complex of 
NSAlDs in an emulsion, dispersion, or a micelle. D2 discloses metal complexes of NSAIDs. D3 discloses metal 
complexes of NSAIDs suspended in water soluble methyl cellulose. D4 discloses copper salicylate in water 
soluble Tween 80. The prior art published before the priority date therefore, does not independently disclose a 
composition comprising a metal complex of a carboxylatc having anti-inflammatory activity, wherein the 
composition has a colloidal structure, or forms a colloidal structure, or is immiscible with water.

The prior art published before the priority date, does not independently or when considered together teach or 
suggests a composition comprising a metal complex of a carboxylatc having anti-inflammatory activity, wherein 
the composition has a colloidal structure, or forms a colloidal structure, or is immiscible; with water and have 
more than 80% of the total amount of the carboxylatc having anti-inflammatory activity in the composition is 
present as part of a metal complex, and less than 10% of the carboxylate having antiinflammatory activity 
complexed with the metal disassociates from the metal over twelve months when the composition is stored in the 
absence of light at room temperature. Therefore Gaims 1-29 have an inventive step.
